This  rock,  especially  where  cut  by  the  porphyry  or  pagma- 
tite  mentioned  in  the  Laurentian  on  a  later  paye,  is  traversed 
l)y  innumerable  stringers  of  quartz,  which  are  gold-bearing.

"On  my  recent  visit  to  the  Larder  Lake  District,  in  .ue 
interest  of  the  World,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  and  ex- 
amining all  the  work  done  by  this  company  on  their  various 
claims.  The  company  had  twenty  men  employed  under  the  able 
management  of  Mr.  Elgin  Binkley,  and  were  very  busy  doing 
the  assessment  work  on  the  various  claims  and  such  other  work 
as  would  enable  them  to  properly  determine  the  value  of  their 
holdings.  The  formation  is  similar  to  that  found  in  many  of 
the  rich  sections  of  this  district.  Free  gold,  visible  to  the  naked 
eye,  was  found  in  many  places  and  dozens  of  pounds  of  samples 
bi ought  out  by  visitors  and  by  the  miners  themselves.  This  com- 
pany have  had  very  little  to  say  for  publication  and  have  been 
quietly  going  ahead  with  the  necessary  work. 

"Some  splendid  showings  were  opened  up  in  doing  the  as- 
sessment work  and  an  immense  ledge  of  quartz  was  uncovered 
on  one  of  their  claims.  An  assay  made  from  a  cubic  foot  of 
qu.artz  taken  from  a  six-foot  vein  on  one  of  their  claims  gave 
a  return  of  $1142  to  the  ton,  which  shows  that  they  have  some 
very  rich  ore  on  this  property.

It  is  the  intention  of  the  company  to  continue  the 
work  during  the  winter,  and  sinking  shafts  on  the  properties  at 
favorable  points  is  to  commence  at  once.
